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THE GLORIOUS FEAST OF LENT

NOTE OF THE EDITORS. 


The following remarkable article from the Protestant Episcopal Church’s magazine “The 
Living Church,” of February 27th 1949, is printed in our journal with courteous permission of 
its Editors and with the hope, that our readers would appreciate the manner how the Lent is 


regarded upon by a good christian. . . 


While it is not traditional to regard the penitential 
season of Lent as a feast, and perhaps no one else looks 
upon Lent as a feast, Lent has an appeal that makes 
me look forward to it each year with a holy joy. Some 
Churchpeople are surprised from time to time when I 
mention the anticipation I have for the coming of Lent. 
They exclaim, “Oh, I don’t see how you could look 
forward to Lent with all of its duties, demands, and 
disciplines.” But the fact remains that I do look for- 
ward to it each year. At this point I might, after the 
manner of the soap contests, say, “I like Lent be- 
cause...,’ and then give my reasons for liking Lent. 


Sin and Penitence 


First of all, I like Lent because it is a penitential 
season. I look forward each year to the major festivals 
of the Church and celebrate them adequately, but after 
they are gone I have difficulty in recognizing the last- 
ing impression which such festivals should make. There 
must be something in the mere celebration of the festi- 
vals that keeps me from being lastingly affected. Lent, 
with its austerity and penitence, brings me face to face 
with the sins that hinder my spiritual progress. As my 
eyes turn inward in self-examination I easily recognize 
the basis of my membership in that group of “miser- 
able offenders.” As I become aware, especially during 
Lent, of my sinfulness, I am forced to throw myself 
more unreservedly upon the grace of God and ask for 
His forgiveness; that which I ask sincerely is given 
without stint, and I am restored to union with God. 


First Things First 


Again, I like Lent because it proves an external aid 
to putting first things first. Much energy and time are 
vitiated by activities that are of secondary importance. 
Lent comes along with its call to concentration on pri- 
mary pursuits, and we can easily decline those activities 
which, while pleasant, oftentimes are not “profitable to 
our salvation.” Going to the movies or the theater is 
sometimes pleasant but seldom profitable. Going to 
Mrs. Smith's tea is rather painless, but conversation at 
a tea is seldom stimulating or significant. Lent helps 
us graciously decline such invitations, 


During this season of concentration on primary things 
Lent enjoins us to spend our reading time on definitely 
religious subjects. Many of the books we read ordinarily 
may help us pass the time pleasantly, but after we put 
them down, .they are gone from our minds, because 


there is little of lasting worth in them. Much reading 
is escape reading anyway, but during Lent instead of 
escaping via literature, we want to try to discover a true 
direction for our lives through serious reading. We have 
an encouragement in Lent to read on questions that are 
deeply relevant to our present activities and eternal 
destiny. 


Custodians of Time 


Lent is a call to us to become better custodians of our 
time. We normally fritter away that which is our most 
valuable possession. The most invidious intruder into 
our homes and our privacy is the radio, with its soap 
Operas, repetitious commercials, comedians who are not 
funny, etc. It is said that the late Archbishop Temple 
wrote one of his most profound books during the min- 
ute intervals between appointments in his busy life. 
Lent helps us to learn the value of making the most of 
the minutes scattered throughout our days. Much help- 
ful reading can be done by utilizing the short periods 
of time that we ordinarily waste. Lent says to us, ‘“Leave 
the radio off except when something worth while is 
being broadcast.” 


Sublimated Desires 


And finally, I like Lent because it helps me to keep 
my physical desires in their true secondary position, 
and to keep my “flesh subdued to the spirit.” Fasting 
has become unpopular in our day because the modern 
mind has become so saturated with the thought that 
gratification of desire has virtue and denial of desire is 
pointless. During the long history of the Christian 
Church, both saints and sinners have recognized the 
value of fasting. If the perfect Man fasted, certainly 
the rest of us of lesser clay are ignoring an important 
spiritual asset if we ignore fasting. The motive for 
fasting is the love that we have for God and our desire 
to express that love in disciplining ourselves, /.e., mak- 
ing ourselves into disciples. 

While some may question the value of such external 
things as giving up tobacco, or giving up desserts, or 
giving up this or that which we ordinarily enjoy, from 
my own experience I have found that there is a sense 
of achievement in having kept under these habits and 
made them subservient to a spiritual purpose, namely 
that of keeping my body under so that my spirit may 
grow 
Welcome, therefore, the glorious feast of Lent. 
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FASTING 


Fasting is the oldest Church ordinance. The first 
commandment given to the first people in paradise 
was the commandment to fast. The Old Testament 
righteous fasted, St. John the Forerunner fasted, and 
finally, Our Lord Jesus Christ fasted forty days before 
entering upon his ministry of preaching. This example 
was followed in the institution of our forty-day Great 
Fast. 

Disregarding all these examples and overlooking the 
fact that fasteng has always existed in the Orthodox 
Catholic Church, many people are burdened by fasting 
and consider it superfluous and needless and therefore 
do not observe it. They say: “Why fast? It is not that 
which enters man that defiles him, but rather that 
which comes out of him, i. e. the foolish wants of 
the heart; it is with them that one has to fight rather 
than waste the body by fasting.” 

Those who reason in this manner remind one of a 
sick person who, on the suggestion that he take a 
medicament, says: “Why shoul I take a remedy? Can't 
you see that it is not medicine I need but rather that 
I need to be healed?” This ill person forgets that medi- 
cine is given to him specifically so that he may be 
healed 

Thus it is with fasting—it has no meaning for itself 
alone, but only as an end to attaining spiritual health. 

What meaning does fasting have for the health of 
the soul? As is known, fasting expresses a change in 
diet, i. e. from a more nutritious meat diet to a less 
nourishing vegetative, and, finally, even to a dry-food 
diet. This change from one type of diet to another is 
endorsed by the Church not because she counts one 
kind of food clean and another unclean—for all food 
is clean and is blessed by God. And not because, as pre- 
tend the vegetarians who reject a meat diet, i. e. from 
a feeling of tenderness towards living creatures or be- 
cause of recognition of the great benefits of a vegeta- 
rian diet. With the change of diet the Church has in 
view to weaken our senses and give our soul an ad- 
vantage over our flesh. Going from a more nutritious 
to a less nutritious food, we make ourselves more 
mobile and nimble, and better equipped for spiritual 
life. 

Personal experience can easily demonstrate what great 
influence food has on spiritual life and work. After 
a hearty meal try to concentrate on seriously minded 
work and you will see how difficult it is. But to pray 
at a time like this is much harder. It is said that you 
can abuse even a lenten diet. This is true, but we should 
have in mind not the idea of breaking the diet, but 
rather that which the Church prescribes. The Church 
instructs us to observe continence and moderation even 
with lenten foods. 

Some say that a fasting dict is bad for the health. 
This is false. For the healthy it is not harmful. For 
those in bad health and for whom strengthening food 
is necessary, the Church permits easement from fasting. 
She has in view, as is mentioned above, not the wast- 
ing of our bodies, but only the weakening of our physi- 
cal senses. That fasting is in no way harmful to health 
is seen first, from the fact that those who fast ail less 





than those who do not, and secondly, from the fact 
that they live as long. Many great fasters have Jived, 
as is seen from the lives of the saints, to 80, 90, 100, 
and more years of age. 

The change of diet which is prescribed by the Church 
in fasting, has yet another significance for us. It gives 
us the means to utilize our will power in the battle 
against our wants and habits and grants us victory over 
them. Transposition from a non-fasting diet to one of 
fasting is disagreeable to us. However, conquering this 
unpleasant feeling and submitting ourselves to the rule 
of the Church, we discipline ourselves by asserting our 
domination over our habits and tastes. This is very 
beneficial. It tempers us, makes us manly, enduring, 
stronger, and helps to place ourselves above our habits 
and not be slaves to them. 

We will appraise the meaning of fasting still greater 
if we will remember that fasting is comprized not only 
of a change of a non-fasting diet to a lenten one, but 
also in that we should limit ourselves in al/ excesses and 
capriciousness, as for instance: in sleeping less, refrain- 
ing from sweetmeats, from smoking tobacco, etc. 

Finally, the Church requires of us also a spiritual 
fast. During lent we should especially endeavor to 
stifle and eradicate our foolish tendencies, habits, and 
cravings. 

On this subject St. John Chrysostom spoke as fol- 
lows:—"“You can not fast? Then why can you not for- 
give your enemies’ wrongs? Change your personality: if 
ou are haughty, endeavor to be meek; if you are vin- 
dicative, do not seek revenge; if you love to slander 
and gossip, refrain from it, etc. During the days of 
lent do more good; be more friendly toward people, 
be more willing to assist those needful of your help, 
pray more zealously and fervently, etc. In all these 
directions fasting opens for you a wide field of work 
upon youself—only have the will to labor!” 

Thus we see that the Church did not uselessly adopt 
and keep the holy fast. Let us learn to respect the lenten 
season, for when we hold in esteem its benefits, we will 
not break it light-heartedly and will not regard it with 
contempt. Archpriest S. Chetverikov 


Fasting is a good teacher: (1) It soon makes every- 
body who fasts understand that a man requires very 
little food and drink, and that in general we are greedy 
and oat a great deal more than is necessary—that is, 
than our nature requires. (2) Fasting clearly shows or 
discloses all the infirmities of our soul, all its weak- 
nesses, deficiencies, sins, and passions; just as when 
muddy, standing water is beginning to be cleaned it 
shows what reptiles and what sort of dirt it contains. 
(3) It shows us all the necessity of turning to God 
with the whole heart, and of seeking His mercy, help, 
and salvation. (4) Fasting shows all the craftiness, 
cunning, and malice of the bodiless spirits, whom we 
have hitherto unwittingly served, and whose cunning, 
now that we are enlightened by the light of God's 
grace, becomes clear, and who now maliciously perse- 
cute us for having left their ways.

THE SIGNIFICANCE OF APOSTOLIC SUCCESSION 
IN THE NON-ORTHODOX FAITHS 


By PATRIARCH SERGIUS 


The following very important article 
by the late Patriarch Sergius first ap- 
peared in the %KypHan MockoscKoi 
MatpHapxun, No. 23-24, 1935 (pp.

It is more correct to understand the Church's doctrine 
thus than to invent some kind of unprecedented ad- 
ministration of Sacraments jmplicite, which can be 
traced neither in the Canons of the Church nor in the 
teaching of the Holy Fathers, where on the contrary 
one finds facts which make against any such teaching. 

We agree that such an ingenious invention simplifies 
very much pastoral and missionary practice, putting an 
end to all misunderstandings. For instance, if a man 
considered himself Orthodox and took Communion, 





and afterwards it is discovered that he was not baptised, 
what is to be done? The answer is: Since he com- 
municated, it means that he has the fullness of Grace 
and does not need baptism. Or: When whole parishes 
of the Renovated return to the Church, what is to be 
done with children who are chrismated in Renovation? 
The answer is: At the first Liturgy communicate all of 
them and that is the end of it. But such advisers do as 
in the proverb—"If you splash out the water from the 
font, you are splashing out the child with the water.” 
Wishing to avoid unnecessary embarassment and sensa- 
tion which are unavoidable in administering a sacra- 
ment to those who consider themselves or who are 
considered by others as having already received the 
sacrament, the advisers, in a haphazard fashion, leave 
open to doubt a much more important question: Are 
the Church sacraments valid for those who have not yet 
entered the Church in the established way? Is it not 
food for the dead? At least, in the first canon of 
St. Timothy of Alexandria, it is said: A catechumen 
who was communicated by mistake, not only must not 
be released from baptism, as if he had already received 
everything even without baptism, but, on the contrary, 
he must be immediately baptised (without waiting the 
end of the term of instruction). 
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And in general the Church canons are completely 
against decisions taken in a haphazard fashion in such 
important cases, when the question concerns the re- 
generation in Grace and the sanctification of even a 
single person. By the 83rd canon of Carthage, in case 
of ignorance as to whether the child has been baptised, 
it must not be given Communion, thinking thereby 
that in communicating, the child receives everything. 
This canon definitely prescribes “to baptise without 
any doubt,” against danger of “depriving them (the 
children) of the purification given by this sacrament” 
by indecision as to whether to baptise them (apparently 
out of fear of repeating a sacrament). This matter was 
considered so important, that the Council of Trullo 
(Ec. VI, 84) found it necessary to repeat the Cartha- 
genian canon for universal practice. Thus, the Church 
prefers to risk repetition of a sacrament which should 
not be repeated (Ap. Can. 47), than to teach the pos- 
sibility of the offering of this sacrament smplicite. 
Incidentally, this would seem to have been a most 
suitable case on which to base such a teaching. 

One can be assured that, when in doubt about the 
validity of non-Orthodox sacraments, the Church of 
Christ in all sincerity would express this doubt, indicat- 
ing clearly that the necessary sacraments must be re- 
peated, and would not conceal her doubts and even 
more her belief in the non-validity of sacraments, which 
are offered implicite. 

It seems to me (as I suggested in my article in Nos. 
2-4 of our “Journal” for the year 1931), that many 
things in the relations between the Church and non- 
Orthodoxy will become more intelligible for us if we 
keep in mind that the non-Orthodox are not considered 
by the Church as an independent entity, completely 
foreign to her, like those of other religions; that the 
non-Orthodox are essentially a category of lapsed, or 
penitents. Now the lapsed are excluded from participa- 
tion of the Sacraments, sometimes even from participa- 
tion in prayer; nevertheless they are still within the 
Church and are under her influence. The non-Ortho- 
dox are certainly separated from the Church more than 
the lapsed; they not only sin, but even do not recognize 
the Church and struggle against her. Nevertheless, the 
attitude of the Church towards them remains the same 
as to the lapsed in general. It is undoubtedly condem- 
natory, “hating even the garment spotted by the flesh” 
(Jude 23), but in no way antagonistic and hostile, 
“redeeming by fear.” The Church indeed “delivers 
unto Satan’’ the non-Orthodox also, but with the sole 
purpose “that the spirit may be saved” (I Cor. 5:5). 
In other words, the attitude of the Church towards 
non-Orthodoxy is only one side of the activity of the 
ecclesiastical court, understood in the broad sense as a 
reformatory influence on the lapsed. It is natural that 
this attitude reflects in itself the general features of 
the activity of the court. 

For us in the present case it is important to point 
out a general, negative feature characterizing the ec- 
clesiastical court—namely, that while having full autho- 
rity, when it sees grounds for it, to deprive (permanent- 
ly or temporarily) of that which is received in the 
Sacraments, it cannot bestow by its verdict that which 
can be received only in the Sacraments; the court can- 
not recognize as baptised one who has not been bap- 


tised, cannot recognize a layman as priest, and so on. 
This is exactly what is done in relation to the non- 
Orthodox. Those whom the Church does not recognize 
as having been properly baptised are not accepted with- 
out baptism, and those who do not have the true priest- 
hood the Church does not accept into the clergy without 
her own ordination. 


II 


If the Orthodox Church accepts non-Orthodox cler- 
ics in their present status because the Church recog- 
nizes the validity of their priesthood, how can this 
recognition be reconciled with the historical fact of the 
changes which have taken place in the relations of the 
Church to bodies having such priesthood, as for instance 
the Roman Catholics? 

It must not be forgotten that the attitude of the 
Church is at times critical towards her own ordinations, 
performed within her own bosom. Many Orthodox 
ordinations have been declared invalid. For instance, 
Maximus the Cynic was Orthodox himself, and even 
outstanding, and received his ordination from Orthodox 
Bishops, rightly appointed; nevertheless “all which has 
been done by him, or concerning him is invalid’ (II 
Ec. canon 4). Related to this are all the Canons which 
declare that Orthodox ordinations performed with es- 
sential deviations from the Canons are invalid—for 
instance, without the consent of the Metropolitan of 
the province (I Ec. canon 6), or by a Bishop in an 
alien diocese (Ap. canon 14), or for an alien cleric 
(I Ec. canon 16, Sardica 15, Carthage 91, etc.). 

At the same time the practice laid down by such 
Canons appears to be, in it turn, not unalterable. Cases 
of exceptions from the rules are repeatedly found in 
history. The reason for this is that Ecclesiastical Canons 
are not dogmatic decisions on matters of faith, once 
and for all solving the problem, and they do not oper- 
ate automatically. 

They were issued first of all for the guidance of ec- 
clesiastical courts, and consequently each case of their 
application presupposes a special decision of the court. 
In particular when seaking of the invalidity of ordina- 
tion in this or that case, the Canons speak only of the 
right of the Church court to recognize the invalidity 
of these ordinations. This means that in case of need, 
taking into account the circumstances of the case, or 
simply out of considerations of Church economy, the 
court can stay its vindictive sword and leave the ordina- 
tion in question in force. In churche history, cases are 
known, when Orthodox bishops, forced by extraordina- 
ry circumstances or by extraordinary abuses, had to 
administer justice and retribution outside the bounda- 
ries of their own province, deposed some bishops and 
clerics and inducted others. Nevertheless, in the con- 
science of the Church such acts found justification and 
remained in force (for instance, the deeds of St. John 
Chrysostom and others). 

Nevertheless, by making such exceptions from the 
Canons, the Church never creates thereby a precedent 
for the future, nor does she give anyone the right to 
justify the breaking of Canons by referring to this pre- 
cedent. Church economy does not abolish and does not 
even weaken the force of the Canon. The Church has 
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in mind only the single particular case with its individ- 
ual, unrepeatable nature, and confines her action to it. 
The Canon remains binding on all, and the strictness 
of the Canon can be used by the Church court to punish 
the guilty if there is no reason for applying the prin- 
ciple of economy. 

The relations of the Church towards non-Orthodox 
bodies are built, approximately on such a scheme. The 
essential difference consists only in that in matters sub- 
ject to the Church court the Church has to do with 
individual violators of Church Canons, and here the 
Church has to do with more or less organized groups 
of violators, each group united by some — depar- 
ture from the Canons. Judgement regarding any in- 
dividual member of such a group necessarily depends 
upon a preliminary judgement about the group. 

As the only bearer on earth of the power to bind 
and loose, and the only depository of saving Grace, the 
Church of Christ has the power and the right to de- 
clare invalid all ordinations effected outside the Church. 
However, guided by reasons of Church economy and 
the wish to facilitate the salvation of as many people 
as possible, the Church does not always or everywhere 
exercise this power. The Church thus leaves in force 
ordinations of non-Orthodox bodies which have kept 
the apostolic teaching about ordination and the apostoi- 
ic form. In a certain way the Church recognizes them 
as valid, because the Church draws consistent conclu- 
sions from such recognition; for instance, the Church 
does not repeat either Baptism or Chrismation per- 
formed by such clergy. But with all this, the failure of 
the Church to exercise her basic right with regard to a 
given group of non-Orthodox bodies does not at all 
mean the abdication of this right for ever. When cir- 
cumstances of Church life alter and the lenience, re- 
reffed to above, to a given non-Orthodox body ceases 
to favor the salvation of the largest number of persons, 
or, more than that, begins directly to hinder it, the 
Church returns to her basic right, revokes the dispen- 
sation, and binds again what has been loosed. This 
explains the apparent lack of system and the variabili- 
ty in the relations of the Church to non-Orthodox 
bodies. 

For instance, the hierarchy of the Old Catholics and 
the hierarchy of the Belokrinitzy! both owe their be- 
ginning to consecration by a single individual bishop. 
The Orthodox Church unconditionally rejects the hier- 
archy of Belokrinitzy; all its actions are declared inva- 
lid, and they who come to us from there are accepted 
through chrismation. The hierarchy of the Old Catho- 
lics is also not recognized by us. How this matter stands 
in the Greek East is not known up to the present time, 
But the attitude of leading ecclesiastical circles towards 
the Old Catholics (at least, in the past) was always 
very sympathetic both in our Church and in the East. 
In particular, the single bishop consecration was not 
considered an absolute obstacle to the recognition of 
the hierarchy of the Old-Catholics. In justification it is 
cited that the single consecration (a bishop together 
with two especially appointed abbots) is permitted by 
the law of the Western Church. Probably this variation 
was established there because there the episcopal rank

is diminished in large measure by developing Papal 
authority and differs only slightly from that of the 
presbyters. However that may be, if the Old Catholics 
would really adopt the teaching of the ancient, un- 
separated Church about herself (the ancient Church), 
and would not take to uncritical authority, to research 
and arguing about the details of doctrine and also if 
their leaders would imitate the Protestants less, it is 
quite possible that the Old Catolics might already be 
accepted into communion, with recognition of their 
hierarchy. 

There is much in common between the origin of 
Anglicanism and our ‘‘Renovation.”* Here, as there, 
the movement began by a rupture with its patriarch and 
with the canonical hierarchy united under him—as far 
as one can speak of the Roman Catholic hierarchy. 
Here, as there, authorized diocesan Bishops declined to 
perform the first episcopal consecration. Here, as there, 
the first consecration was performed by casual Bishops, 
some being mere Vicar-Bishops, some already retired, 
whose entire authority seemed to be limited to this, 
that the Church authorities had not yet had time to 
place them under an interdiction. 

The Anglican hierarchy has not received the recog- 
nition of all Orthodox Churches. Nevertheless, if the 
much spoken of “Rapprochement between the Anglican 
Church and the Orthodox Church,” were to follow its 
normal, ecclesiastical path—if the Anglicans as a body 
were really anxious to find a true Church and a priest- 
hood possessed of Grace—if they had not at times 
gone astray in this search by looking first of all for 
recognition of their hierarchy (which at one time was 
condemned in such a rude fashion by the Pope) in 
order, in that case, to remain quietly as they were— 
then the reunion of the Anglicans with the Orthodox 
Church might very well take place and the question of 
hierarchy would probably be resolved in an affirmative 
sense. 

On the other hand, our Church condemns the ‘“Re- 
novated Church” and applies the rules in all strictness, 
although doing so gradually. Having proclaimed the 
“Renovated Church” a schism, His Holiness the Pat- 
riarch together with the Council of loyal bishops, by 
virtue of active Church Canons (see above), could im- 
mediately have passed an edict to deprive them of their 
orders, or, at least, to put under interdict, all the dis- 
obedient bishops and clerics, which would have estab- 
lished the second type of reception (by chrismation) 
for the Renovates returning to the Church. But the 
Patriarch in 1923 applied his prerogatives only partly, 
only concerning those ordinations, which, along with 
being presumptive, had other canonical defects as well. 
The Patriarch recognized as invalid the episcopacy of 
married bishops and the ordinations performed by 
them, as also the ordinations to priesthood of persons 
married a second time, or married to widows, and such 
similar cases. And only on April 2, 1924, and interdict 
was imposed upon the leaders of the Renovates (and 
consequently on all who were in participation with 
them). From that date we consider invalid the ordina- 
tions of the Renovates and their other sacraments, in- 
cluding in this number also chrismation, even though

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administered with previously consecrated chrism taken 
from the Church. This is because the consecrated chrism 
is not considered as a self-active substance which if 
used by any person will constitute a Sacrament. Accord- 
ing to Church doctrine, the Sacrament of Chrismation 
is administered strictly by a Bishop, and only by delega- 
tion of his power by a priest, hence not by an inter- 
dicted one. Anointing administered, for example, by a 
deacon or a layman would not be a Sacrament. 

Such a varying attitude towards facts which seem to 
be identical is to be explained by pastoral and practical 
considerations of the benefit to the Church. The Old 
Catholics and the Anglicans separated from Rome when 
Rome itself was schismatic. Their separation was in 
reality a separation from a schism, although not yet 
crowned by reunion with the Church. They must not 
be reproached for the separation, but rather for the fact 
that they did not separate earlier. They incidentally by 
their separation weakened the Roman schism, and thus 
to some extent strengthened the position of the Ortho- 
dox Church. It is natural then for them to look upon 
our Church as an ally and to have an interest in and 
sympathy for her, and for our Church to hope that 
lenience towards them will lead to the salvation of a 
greater number of men. On the contrary, the hierarchies 
of the Belokrinitzy and the Renovates arose with the 
direct purpose of strengthening the schism in its ir- 
reconciliability to the Church and supressing the aspi- 
rations of faithful souls towards a real priesthood by 
counterfeiting it and finding a substitute for it, aiming 
to push aside the Orthodox hierarchy and put them- 
selves in its place. The purpose of such bodies is not 


the building but the destruction of the body of the 
Church. For this reason the Church, while applying the 
order of Church economy to the first two bodies, in 
relation to the others does not see any reason for de- 
viating from the strictness of the Canons, at least as 
long as the position of these two and similar schisms 
does not change for the better.
